I, Charles H. Jew, declare that: 

1. I am the attorney of record for the above-captioned application. 

2. On December 2, 2002, 1 became employed with the law firm of Fliesler, Dubb, Meyer & 
Lovejoy, LLP. Prior to that I was employed at Bums, Doane, Swecker & Mathis in its 
Redwood Shores, California office. 
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3 . In mid-May 2002, 1 received an Office Action that was mailed on May 1 5, 2002 in which 
the Examiner issued a Final Action rejecting most of the claims but only objected to two 
claims. 

4. On June 4, 2002, 1 completed a response to the Office Action including the submission of 
Formal Drawings. In accordance with standard office procedure, the response was 
forwarded to Bums, Doane, Swecker & Mathis' Alexandria, Virginia office where the 
response was hand-delivered to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on June 5, 2002.

5. In early November, 2002, I became concerned regarding the status of the application 
since I had not received any response from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office.

6. On November 8, 2002, I faxed to the Examiner a copy of the response including the 
formal drawings along with the postcard. At that time I explained to him that I believe 
the issues were fairly minor and at the very least we can amend the claims to place the 
objected claims in condition for allowance.
